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WEEKLY, SOCIALIST INDIA, PRIME MINISTER GANDHI ATTACKED UNNAMED 
WESTERN COUNTRIES, THEIR PRESS, AND THE WESTERNISM OF INDIA’S 
INTELLIGENTSIA. SHE SAID THAT SHE WAS "AMUSED" BY THEIR "SUDDEN 
LOVE FOR DEMOCRACY." THE PRIME MINISTER REMINDED THEM THAT "ECONO- 
MIC AID WAS DENIED TO INDIA BY SOME WESTERN COUNTRIES DURING THE 
BANGLADESH WAR” AND THEN CITED THE CHILEAN EXAMPLE. SHE CONTINUED: 

"I HAVE WARNED OF FOREIGN INTERFERENCE. OUR DOUBTS AND FEARS ARE 
CONFIRMED BY THE BEHAVIOUR OF IMPORTANT SECTIONS OF THE WESTERN 
PRESS, TV AND RADIO.” SHE 
RHETORICALLY ASKED WHERE THE SOCIALIST 

INTERNATIONAL AND AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL, WHO WERE CONDUCTING A 
HATE-INDIA CAMPAIGN, WERE GETTING THEIR FUNDING. THE ABSENCE OF 
MAJOR INCIDENTS IN THE LAST SIX WEEKS, SHE SAID, DOES NOT MEAN 
THAT THE "THREAT HAS RECEDED." SHE RULED OUT THE POSSIBILITY OF A 
ONE-PARTY RULE IN INDIA. THE CPI DAILY, PATRIOT.NWF AUGUST 12 
CARRIED A VITRIOLIC EDITORIAL ENTITLED "FORD S NON- VISIT." THE 
PENTAGON, THE CIA, PRESIDENT FORD, AND AMBASSADOR SAXBE WERE ALL 
SUBJECT TO THE PAPER'S ABUSE, WHICH CONCLUDED THAT THE CANCELLA- 
TION OF PRESIDENT FORD'S TRIP TO INDIA WILL NOT CAUSE MUCH RE- 
GRET SINCE THE "DESTABILIZATION" AND "SABOTAGE" WOULD HAVE CON- 
TINUED EVEN AFTER THE VISIT, "PERHAPS THE MORE DANGEROUSLY BE- 
CAUSE OF THE MASK OF FRTF.NDLTNF.SS," LABOR MINISTER REDDY, AN OLD 
PRO AT ANTI-AMERI LNISM, REPEATED THE ALLEGATION THAT THE REACTION- 
ARY RIGHT IN INDIA WAS IN CAHOOTS WITH "FOREIGN RSNRCTIONARY FORCES." 
THE JANA SANG LEADER, MADHAV RAO SCINDIA, EX-MAHARAJA OXPYKALIOR 
AND MP FROM MADHYA PRADESH, AND HIS MOTHR, THE VICE PRESIDENT OF 
THE JANA SA HH, ARE THOUGHT TO BE IN HIDING. THE CONGRESS IS 
EXPLOITING THE EMERGENCY TO FURTHER ERODE SCINDIA AND JANA 
SANGH CONTROL IN MADHYA PRADESH. IN HIS REMARKS TO A DMK DIS- 
TRICT CONFERENCE, AUGUST 10, CHIEF MINISTER KARUNANIDHI SOUGHT TO 
MAINTAIN A BALANCE BETWEEN THOSE WITHIN HIS PARTY FAVORING A 
STRONGER ANTI-GOI LINE AND AVOIDING GIVING THE CENTRAL GOVERN- 
MENT A PRETEXT FOR IMPOSING PRESIDENT'S RULE. THE EXECUTIVE COM- 
MITTEE OF THE TAMIL NADU YOUTH CONGRESS HAS CALLED FOR THE IM- 
POSITION OF PRESIDENT'S RULE IN THAT STATE. END SUMMARY. 

1. MRS. GANDHI LASHED OUT AT HER FOREIGN CRITICS IN AN INTER- 
VIEW WITH THE INDEPENDENCE DAY (AUGUST 15) ISSUE OF THE CONGRESS 
PARTY'S WEEKLY, SOCIALIST INDIA. "HOW IS IT THAT WESTERN NEWS- 
PAPERS HAVE BEEN GIVING SUCH A BIOGBUILDUP TO OUR OPPOSITION AND ITS 
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ANTICS? I AM AMUSED BY THE SUDEEN LOVE FOR DEMOCRACY NMKRTKINDING 
VOICE IN THAWWEST AND MUCH OF OUR INTELLIGENTSIA WHICH IS WESTERN 
ORIENTED. HAVE THEY FORGOTTEN HOW WE WERE TREATED LONG BEFORE THE 
EMERGENCY? WHAT WAS THE ATTITUDE OF MANY OF THESE PAPERS TO MA- 
HATMA GANDHI? THE CONSTANT CRITICISM OF JAWAHARLAL NEHRU? THE 
SUSTAINED SUPPORT TO AYOUB KHAN AND YAHYA KHAN? DO THEY NOT KNOW 
THAT ECONOMIC AID WAS DENIED TO INDIA BY SOME WESTERN COUNTRIES 
DURING THE BANGLADESH WAR? HAVE THESE SEVERAL WESTERN COUNTRIES NOT 
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GIVEN FULL MORAL AND MATERIAL SUPPORT TO THE MOST AUTHORITARIAN 
REGIMES OF AFRICA AND ASIA? HAVE WE SO SOON FORGOTTEN WHAT HAP- 
PENED TO CHILE? I HAVE WARNED OF FOREIGN INTERFERENCE. OUR DOUBTS 
AND FEARS ARE CONFIRMED BY THE BEHAVIOUR OF IMPORTANT SECTIONS OF 
THE WESTERN PRESS, TV AND RADIO." SHE THEN ATTACKED THE BBC. THE 
SOCIALIST INTERNATIONAL. AND AMNESTY INTERNATIONATIM SHE SAID THAT 
THE LATTER TWO ORGANIZATIONS WERE "VERY ACTIVE IN THE HATE-INDIA 
CAMPAIGN, THEY ARE FLUSH WITH FUNDS. ONE WONDERS FROM WHERE THESE 
COME." MRS. GANDHI STRESSED THE PERSONAL NATURE OF THE FOREIGN 
MEDIA ATTACK ON HER, REFERRING TO ALLEGATIONS THAT SHE DRANK. 
"ACTUALLY NEITHDA MY FAMILY NOR I SMOKE OR TAKE ANYTHING ALCHOLIC. 
MY SONS DON’T EVEN DRINK TEA OR COFFEE." ASKED TO COMMENT ABOUT THE 
POLITICAL SHAPE OF THINGS TO COME, THE PRIME MINISTER SAID THAT 
THE ABSENCE OF "MAJOR INCIDENTS IN THE LAST SIX WEEKS DOES NOT 
IMPLY THAT THE THREAT HAS RECEDED. SHE CITED THE DANGER OF SABO- 
TAGE AND VIOLENCE FROM THE RSS AND THE MORCHA. EVEN THOUGH SOME 
OPPOSITION LEADERS HAD NOW DISCLAIMED THEIR OWN STATEMENTS AND 
INTENTIONS, THE PRIME MINISTER SAID: "THEIR WORDS ARE TOO FRESH 
AND TOO WIDELY KNOWN." SHE EXPLAINED THAT SHE WAS THE TARGET OF 
THIS OPPOSITION BECAUSE OF HER "TENACITY IN HOLDING FAST TO OUR 
POLICIES OF SECULARISM AND NON-ALIGNMENT." MRS. GANDHI RULED OUT 
THE POSSIBILITY OF ONE-PARTY RULE IN INDIA. SHE DENIED THAT "ALL

ON INDIA'S FEDERALISM, MRS. GANDHI SAID THAT WHILE THE CENTER
